If yo u happen to be in a wo o ded sec­ 
tio n wear srlo ves and keep away fro m 
underbrusn. 
Special pi « cautio ns against po iso n 
ivy sho uld be taken fo r children and 
Infants. 
When it afflicts the yo ung 
child it Is mo re severe, differing fro m 
the mild fo rm o f inflammatio n co m ­ 
mo nly seen tn adults. 
If yo u accidentally to uch the plant 
refrain fro m to uching o ther parts o f 
the bo dy. 
Bathe the expo sed part 
with so ap and water, alco ho l, gaso ­ 
line, ether, benzine o r any substance 
that will disso lve o il. 
These liquids 
are o f benefit because they will dis­ 
so lve the tenacio us sap o f the po iso n 
Ivy resin. 
If yo u are susceptible to the po iso n 
o f Ivy and think yo u may have 
been 
expo sed to its effects, take a warm 
bath and scrub yo ur bo dy with an 
alkaline so ap. 
Then spo nge o ff with 
alco ho l. 
If alco ho l is no t available, 
gaso line may be used. 
Bear in mind that it is impo rtant 
to wash in the directio n away fro m 
the unaffected parts. 
Wash fro m the 
elbo ws do wnward to ward the hands 
and thus avo id the spread o f the In­ 
flammatio n. 
Care sho uld 
be 
exercised in the 
treatment o f the blisters caused by 
po iso n ivy. 
They sho uld he punc­ 
tured with a sterile needle and the 
skin 
tho ro ughly washed with 
so ap 
and water. 
Calamine lo tio n o r zinc 
o xide lo tio n applied to the blisters 
will co o l and so o the the inflamma­ 
tio n. 
Recently a vaccine has been devel­ 
o ped fo r pro tectio n against this an ­ 
no ying skin irritatio n. 
Results have 
no t been entirely satisfacto ry and 
it 
is ho ped that a mo re successful fo rm 
o f preventio n will so o n be available. 
Until then bear in mind that guard­ 
ing against po iso n ivy is simpler than 
the cure o f its evil effects. 


Put the skins o f tffe o ranges

Sometimes, the 
skin of the entire 


body m;iy be Involved. So many blis- 
ters form thai they may distort the 
appearance of the Individual. 


More Severe in Children 


Persona who are sensitive '.o poison 


Uy should become familiar with HH 
appearance 
It is a climbing plant. 


a species of surhac. with leaves in 
groups of three, the stem of the mid- 
dle leaf being longer than the other. 
Try to avoid contact with this plant. 
If you happen to be in a wooded sec- 
tion wear sloven and keep away from 
untierbrusn. 


Special precautions against poison 


Ivy should be taken for children and 
Infants. 
When it attllcts the young 


child U Is more severe, differing from 
the mild form of inflammation com- 
monly seen In adults. 


If you accidentally touch the plant 


refrain from touching other parts of 
the body. 
Bathe the exposed part 


with soap and water, alcohol. gaxo~ 
line, ether, benztnfe or any substance 
that will dissolve oil. These liquids 
are of benefit because they will dis- 
solve the tenacious sap of the poison 
Ivy resin. 


If you are susceptible to the poison 


of Ivy and think you may hav* been 
exposed to Us effects, take a warm 
bath and scrub your body with an 
alkaline soap. Then sponge off with 
alcohol. 
If alcohol •» not available, 


gasoline may be used. 


Bear In mind that it Is Important 


to wash In the direction away from 
the unaffected parts. Wash from the 
elbows downward toward the hands 
and thus avoid the spread of the In- 
flammation. 


Care should be exercised In the 


treatment of Die blisters caused by 
poison Ivy. 
They should be punc- 


tured with a sterile needle and the 
skin 
tlioi oufc-hly washed with soap 


ami water. 
C'nlamine lotion or zinc 


oxlOc lotion applied to the blisters 
will coo! and soothe the inflamma- 
tion. 


Hecently a vaccine lias been devel- 


oped for protection against this an- 
noying skin irritation. Results have 
not been entirely satisfactory and tt 
Is hoped that a more successful form 
of prevention will soon be available. 
Until then bear In mind that guard- 
ing against poison Ivy i» simpler than 
the cure of its evil effects.

Make Goodies From "Natural 


Resources" 


When a homemaker talks about 


her resources, there- are a number 
of things .she may rightfully call 
by that name. 
First, we usually 


think of money, but there arc- other 
things on hand about us that must 
be 
included. Fresh 
fruits 
and 


vegetables from your own garden 
plot, or blackberries from a neigh- 
boring 
thicket 
are 
natural re- 


sources in every si-use of the word. 
Your 
ingenuity 
pronounces you 


resourceful if you can use profit- 
ably the equipment and the mate- 
rials you have on hand. 
Some 


recipes that you may add to your 
file might include the following:

Slipped Grap«d and 


wild gr,ip4r* 
Skin* of 2 


Put 
the skins of tfTe oranges 


through a food chopper, measure, 
afld 
three times as 
much cold 


water 
and 
let stand overnight. 


The next day simmer for two 
h.qurs and again,, let stand over- 
night. 
Slip the grapes, separating 


the pulp from the skins and add- 
ing all small or unripe grapes to 
the pulp. 
Simmer the pulp and 


skins separately fov 15 minutes. 
_Then sift the pulp through a fruit 
"press, add to the grape skins and 
simmer 15 minutes longer. 
Com- 


bine with the chopped orange skins 
and to every 3 cupfuls of this mix- 
ture, add 2J/2 cups of sugar. Sim- 
mer until it jellies when a small 
amount is tried on a cool plate.
